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Report of Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands, work collaboratively to 
reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or 
Fire Department to determine if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is 
required for all outside burning, unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of Environmental 
Services also prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire department or DES at 603- 
271-1370 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New 
Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2214, or online at 


www.nhdflorg. 


Both in terms of the number of fires, as well as the number of acres burned, this past fire season was the smallest since records have been 
kept. Extensive rainfall virtually all season long kept the fire danger down. When fires did start they were kept very small. The largest 
fire for the season was only 5.4 acres which occurred in Littleton on May 2nd 2011. There was however a small window of high fire 
danger in the northern third of the state during July when little rainfall was recorded. During this time there were a number of lightning 
started fires which are fairly unusual in New Hampshire. As has been the case over the last few years, state budget constraints have 
limited the staffing of our statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers to Class HI or higher fire danger days. Despite the reduction in the 
number of days staffed, our fire lookouts are credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures due to their quick and 
accurate spotting capabilities. The towers fire spotting was supplemented by contracted aircraft and the NH Civil Air Patrol when the fire 
danger was especially high. Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area where homes 
and flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2011 season threatened structures, a constant reminder that forest 
fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their home. Precautions 
include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space around your home free of 
flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner recommendations are available at www.firewise.org. Please help Smokey 
Bear, your local fire department, and the state’s Forest Rangers by being fire wise and fire safe!

The Roxbury Police Department had another busy year. You can see one new officer was 
hired this year and we will now be up to full staff this year. Sergeant Thomas is a retired 
Keene Police Detective and brings with him a great knowledge of investigations and 
court prosecutions. Normal patrolling was done off and on, as problems arose, but due to 
several grants, special patrols took place during most of the summer. During the special 
patrol, emphasis was given to Babbage Dam, Otter brook Dam, Woodward Pond Dam, 
and Class six roads, Branch road, Rte. 9 and Middletown Road. It takes a lot of planning 
to give the best police coverage while keeping within the town budget. Investigation 
time, court time and administration time were up to an all time high, compared to past 
years. Patrols also increased with the addition of Friday and Saturday night’s patrols 
during the summer. Automotive and civil complaints seem to be on the increase. Again, | 
would ask that if you see something suspicious in your neighborhood to report in right 
away. We are not on patrol on a full time basis, so it’s hard to know if there is a problem 
in your area, unless you report it.

2011 ROXBURY PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


The possibility of a town website was explored. Maintenance and domain name costs, website 
designers, and sites of other small NH towns were researched. 


In April the board received an inquiry from Verizon as to whether it needed a Conditional Use 
Permit to change its array on the Pinnacle Mtn. tower from cell phone to G4 technology. Since 
the new array was smaller, with about the same total power in watts, the Board voted to 
consider it not a change of use. A letter from town attorney Hanna concurred. 


In May several website designers were contacted. Beth Castagna volunteered to do 
maintenance on the site. And at the June meeting two website designers attended. Domain 
name, site building, and continuing maintenance were discussed. Included would be photos, 
descriptions of landmarks, ordinances, zoning, meeting minutes, application forms, and E-mail 
capability. Some sample sites were shown. 


In August (no mtg in July) website consultant Travis Streeter attended, who designed the 
Granite Gorge website. A hosting service was recommended, including domain name, easy 
entry and maintenance and at a low cost. The Board liked the template from Swanzey, with 
headings best suited to Roxbury. He and Amy worked with Josh and Beth to set up a basic site 
before the next meeting. 


At the September meeting the new website roxburynh.org was demonstrated, to which many 
sections have been added since. 


The possibility of a more secure town archive was suggested. In October Chip reported there is 
temperature and humidity controlled space available at the Keene municipal building on 
Marlboro St. A budget article was prepared for the town warrant for rental charges. 


Also in October, a letter from the NH State Div. of Historical Resources notified the board that 
the Buckminster House (of Mary Ann Kristiansen) is to be considered for nomination to the 
National Register of Historic Places. 


In November the Board returned to the town's Master Plan's Land Use and Map sections. In 
December the Land Use section was written with reference to the maps, responses to the town 
survey, and research from other small NH towns' Plans. Most of the maps were also complete, 
but the Conservation and Current Use map needed changes for better visibility in the smaller 
size to be included in the Plan book.
